T have the honour to inform you that I am in receipt of 
* communication from Hongkong to the effect that the Colonial 
Police arrested there on the 10th of this month the Nether- 
lands subject MALIAKI alies MOHAMED ALI alias SIHOMBONG 
TOBROENSW, holder of a Netherlands Indian passport No, 830-1954, 
issued at Medan (Sumatra, N.I;,) on August 1, 1934 for the 
voyage to the Straits Settlements, the Federated Maley States 
and back to the Netherlands Indies, This pessport was extended 
by this Vonsulate-General on November 2, 1935 and made valid then 
until August 1,1956. According to this passport the holder was 
born at Litongnikosta, Tapanoeli, Sumatra, 24 years of age, 
domiciled eat Medan and of the Protestant religion. 

According to the records of this Consulate-General Maliaki 
(and not Maliali as reported) arrived in Shanghai in Juni 1955 
and registered here on October 12, 19535, stating that he was 


both a sailor and a tailor. His father’s name was said to be 


Conrad, that of his mother Artina, whereas he was supposed to 
be a resident of Boeloedoeri, Onderafdeeling Sidikarang, 
Darilanden, Tapanoeli.

On his house being searched a writing-—book containing 


addresses, two small note-books. a phcotr. album and a number 


of letters end papers were seizea.- The letters showed that 


he was in cummunication with P., Darwish , 
of the Royal Botel,

who is at present in Tientsin . 

These letters are written in Malay. According to the 
English translation thereof Darwish amongst other things 
states "I must remain in Shanghai for one or two years urn

arrives to take my place”, whereas Hassan in a letter to Mohamed 
Ali dated May 29, 1936, writes “the result of my stay in Nanking 
hes not amounted too much, because I have‘nt got the sympathy 

of the Chinese leaders in awakening the Asian unity”. 

Darwish mentions Hassan frequently in his letters although 
he has always denied that he knew him or had eny deatLings with 
him. The addresses contained in the writing-book make the 
impression of having been copied from an existing list of addresses 
Copies of these addresses are now in my possession and available 
for inspection. 

There was also a picture found of Darwish (i seout’s uni- 
form), Raden Mashed and Mohamed Ali, on the reverse of which 
was elso written the address > 321 (521 7) Woosuns Road. 

On Mareh 15. 1956. Percy, of 327 Szechuen Koad, appears to 
have given Mohamed ali a testimonial te the effect that he had 
been workin there for four months. His name is given thereiz 
as Malaki Sikombine. the date of issue coincides with that of 
his departure from Shanghsi, «urthermore 4 postcard was found 
on him, sent by 5 .Affendy_ 200 B ‘YTransrer Koad, Penang, who 
congratulates "Mohamed Ali” on his convertion to the Islam 

I am inclined to believe that the political activities of 
this group are of a less dangerous nature than would appear 
from their correspondence and that economic necessity has con- 
tributed mainly to their associating together in Chine. Lt 
would appear to me that in case they would have formed part of 
a powerful organisation their financial position would noi have 
brought them into contact with the authorities, Even Hassan, 
who is supposed to be the master mind of this group, seems to 
have been in bad financial straits, and whatever revolutionary 


ideas he may entertain, his contact with th@se persons has not 


reiied 


failed to expose him. 

Iwill try to get intc touch with varwishk ugain and see 
whether in the face of the evidence, now availavcle against 
him, he will stili deny all connections with Hassan.
